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Notorious 
murderer 
Neilson 
dies at 75 

BLACK Panther serial killer 
Donald Neilson, who kid¬ 
napped and murdered Mid¬ 
land heiress Lesley Whittle, 
has died in hospital. 

The 75-year-old was 
handed four life sentences in 
1976 and was one of a small 
group of notorious criminals 
who were told they would 
spend the rest of their lives 
behind bars. 

He was taken to hospital 
from Norwich prison with 
breathing difficulties early 
on Saturday and was pro¬ 
nounced dead on Sunday. 

Neilson was a jobbing 
builder who kidnapped his 
victim, 17-year-old Lesley, 
from her bed at home in 
Highley, near Bridgnorth, 
on January 14, 1975. 

He had learned she had 
inherited £82,500 from her 
father George, who ran Kid¬ 
derminster-based Whittle’s 
coach company. 

Neilson took Wulfrun Col¬ 
lege student Lesley to a dis¬ 
used drainage shaft at the 
Bath Pool beauty spot, in 
Kidsgrove, north Stafford¬ 
shire. 

He demanded £50,000 in a 
ransom note left in the Whit¬ 
tle family’s lounge, ordering 
her older brother Ronald to 
take the money to a tele¬ 
phone box at the Swan shop¬ 
ping centre, Kidderminster. 

Her body was found two 
months later. 

In 2008, the High Court 
ruled Neilson must never be 
released from jail. 

Criminals are 
let out early 

HUNDREDS of prisoners 
are being released from 
West Midlands jails every 
year without serving even 
half their sentences, new fig¬ 
ures claim. Robbers, bur¬ 
glars and drug dealers have 
been allowed back on to the 
streets. 

Figures from the Ministry 
of Justice show that just 
over 3,000 criminals were 
jailed in the West Midlands 
between January and June. 
Of those, more than 770 
were released under the 
Government’s Home Deten¬ 
tion Curfew scheme. 


PUSH TO REMOVE 
EMBARRASSMENT 


A CAMPAIGN to get a derelict office 
block on one of Dudley’s busiest 
routes demolished will be taken to 
council chiefs in the new year. 


More than 800 signatures 
have been collected calling 
for Cavendish House to be 
knocked down, claiming it is 
an “embarrassment” to the 
town as it embarks on a £10 
million regeneration plan. 

And now organiser Jim 
Brookes is planning to hand 
the petition in to Dudley 
Council in the hope it will 
spark a debate among coun¬ 
cillors. 

He hopes to get 1,000 by 
the start of January and says 
he will “not give up” until 
the notorious building has 
gone. 

The building, which 
stands on a bank above Dud¬ 
ley Southern Bypass, has 
stood empty for five years 
and there were hopes that it 
would be turned into a local 
hotel. 

But talks between inter¬ 
ested chains and owners 
Abstract stalled, leaving the 
prospect of the site remain¬ 
ing unused for years to 
come. 

The council says the build¬ 
ing is still part of their plans 
for the town’s regeneration, 
but residents have now 
signed a petition calling on 
the council and owners to 
tear down the run-down 
building. 

Many of the windows are 
boarded up or broken and it 
has become a target for van¬ 
dals. 

It comes after the Friends 
of Dudley Town raised con¬ 
cerns that parts are putting 
off potential investors, 
branding them “absolute 
eyesores”. 

Mr Brookes, aged 45, of 
Watson’s Green Road, said: 
“I’ve been surprised at how 
many people I’ve met who

have agreed with me. “It 
would be a shame to lose a 
potential regeneration site 
but that would be far out¬ 
weighed by getting rid of a 
building that has become a 
complete embarrassment to 
the town. 

“Dudley has come in for 
some stick lately, especially 
about the number of empty 
shops, and Cavendish House 
does it no favours whatso¬ 
ever.” 

Councillor Angus Adams, 
cabinet member for regener¬ 
ation, said: “Cavendish 
House is still part of our 
plans for the town’s regener¬ 
ation but there is no update 
at the moment. 

Discussions 

“We are involved in ongo¬ 
ing discussions with the 
owners about its future.” 

The council has said it 
would prefer the building to 
be used as a hotel or office 
block, and has outlined this 
in Dudley Town Centre Area 
Development plans for the 
town’s regeneration. 

Each wing in the L-shaped 
building would have been 
converted into a 60 or 90- 
bedroom hotel under the 
plans. 

The remainder of the 
space would be used for 
refurbished office space, or a 
150-bedroom hotel could be 
developed within the whole 
building. 

Cavendish House has 
stood empty since a security 
firm moved out. It is thought 
it costs around £250,000 a 
year for upkeep.

Review on 
closure of 
home in 
new year 

A PUBLIC consultation 
reviewing proposals to close 
a Kingswinford care home 
will get under way in the 
new year. 

New Bradley Hall, Comp¬ 
ton Drive, has been ear¬ 
marked for closure as part of 
a shake-up of adult social 
care services in Dudley bor¬ 
ough. 

Thousands of people have 
signed up to protest against 
the closure saying residents, 
many aged in their 90s, will 
be at risk if they are moved. 

But the council recently 
agreed the closure plans 
should be looked at again. 

Dudley Council adult 
social care chief, Councillor 
David Vickers, said a “com¬ 
prehensive” consultation 
would be held - rubbishing 
claims it was a formality and 
a “box-ticking exercise”. 

“We are writing to all res¬ 
idents this week to inform 
them we are putting 
together a comprehensive 
consultation programme 
that we will share with them 
at the end of January,” he 
said. 

Campaign leader Mac 
Scott MBE, whose 94-year- 
old mother-in-law Irene 
Claridge lives at New 
Bradley Hall, has been ask¬ 
ing protesters to get back in 
touch with the council and 
give them their views on the 
closure plans.

A CRIMINAL, who sped 
through a string of red lights 
at up to 60mph while chased 
by police through the Black 
Country, has been jailed for 
two-and-a-half years. 

Alan Brookes was spotted 
in Tipton Road, Dudley, on 
October 2. The 42-year-old 
banned motorist careered 
through five sets of red 
lights at around 60mph. 

Brookes, from Tunnel 
Street, West Bromwich, 
pleaded guilty to a string of 
offences and was jailed. 
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College creation reaches milestone 


THE CREATION of an £18 million 
new college development in Dudley 
has reached a major milestone with 
construction of its steel frame now 
complete. 

Work started on the vocational 
centre, being built on the site of a 
former fire station in Tower Street, 
in February and it is expected to 
open to students next September. 

The building, which will be 
known at Dudley Evolve, forms 


part of a £30m university-style 
campus scheme by Dudley College 
to create a new learning quarter in 
the town centre. 

It will house modern learning 
facilities for business, information 
technology and travel and tourism 
students. Now bosses have held a 
topping out ceremony at the site to 
mark the completion of the final bolt 
being put in the steel structure at its 
highest point, which was attended 


by a number of students. A college 
spokesman said that the elements of 
the building are now also taking 
shape, including the sports hall, 
large enough for six badminton 
courts, the theatre, which seats 180 
people, and the hair and beauty 
salon which will be open to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Also progressing is the large fit¬ 
ness suite, which is being built 
behind the old fire station facade, 


two dance studios and a music area 
that houses a recording studio. 

Dudley College principal Lowell 
Williams said: “Now we’ve reached 
the topping out stage you can see 
how the development is really tak¬ 
ing shape. 

“Every time I visit the site I see 
how it’s transforming from a steel 
structure into the fantastic voca¬ 
tional training centre we’ve imag¬ 
ined and planned.” 


inventor Robert trains 
his eye on Jubilee show 


An eccentric inventor from the Black Country 
is hoping to play a part in the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee celebrations in London next 
year with - a replica of a famous train. 


Robert Merlyn Farwell 
has created a scaled-down 
version of the Stourbridge 
Lion, which was the first 
locomotive to run in Amer¬ 
ica. 

The original was built at 
the town’s Foster and Ras- 
trick works back in 1828 and 
the engine earned its name 
from the picture of a lion’s 
face that was painted on the 
front. 

Mr Farwell, aged 65, spent 
three weeks making his 
replica, which also contains 
a glass-making furnace that 
he has uses for displays at 
local events. 

He has now applied to 
take part in a parade of 
more than 1,000 boats which 
will form a flotilla on the 
Thames for the jubilee on 
June 3. 

Mr Farwell, who toils 
away in his self-built work¬ 
shop in Parkfield Road, 
Stourbridge, wants to take 
the Lion on a boat and hold 
glass-blowing demonstra¬ 
tions. 

He said: “It would be a 
great way to promote the 
skills and industry of this 
region and it would increase 
the profile of the Stour¬ 
bridge Lion, which a lot of 
people are unaware of. 


“Getting a boat shouldn’t 
be a problem, so I’m just 
hoping I get permission 
from the authorities.” added 
Mr Farwell. 

Mr Farwell is also plan¬ 
ning a full-size replica of the 
train, which he wants to dis¬ 
play at the end of the track 
in Stourbridge Town sta¬ 
tion. 

He intends to erect it 
behind the buffer between 
the platforms. 

Mr Farwell, a father-of- 
five, spends hours each day 
in his workshop, which he 
calls “Camalot Castle” - 
spelled that way as a nod to 
the difficulty he has with 
spelling. 

Appearances 

The inventor has had a 
varied career and some of 
the roles he has taken on inl- 
cude appearances as an 
extra in TV shows such as 
Boon in the 1980s. 

Mr Farwell also set up a 
business called Wizard Mer- 
lyn’s Costume Hire in 
Church Street, Stourbridge, 
in the same decade. 

His talents also extend to 
magic, and he spent summer 
seasons in Clacton in the 
1970s as a children’s enter¬ 
tainer. 


Move on marriages 

THE MP for Dudley South has welcomed the launch of a Gov¬ 
ernment consultation on the criminalisation of forced mar¬ 
riage. 

It follows an announcement earlier this year by the Prime 
Minister that the Government would criminalise the breach 
of forced marriage prevention orders which block forced mar¬ 
riages from going ahead and protect potential victims. 

MP Chris Kelly said: “I am glad this Government is exam¬ 
ining how we can criminalise forced marriage while ensuring 
we do not discourage victims from coming forward. We need 
to completely eradicate this unacceptable crime.”

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Guilty of 
cruelty to 
marmoset 

A COUPLE who sold a sick 
pet monkey, which had been 
left “crippled” with frac¬ 
tured bones because of a 
poor diet, have been found 
guilty of animal cruelty. 

Lee Powell and Julie 
Jones failed to ensure the 
four-month-old marmoset, 
named Mikey, was fed an 
appropriate diet, Dudley 
Magistrates Court heard. 

The monkey, which was 
distressed and in pain, had a 
bone disease caused by a 
lack of vitamin D3 and cal¬ 
cium and had to be put down 
by the RSPCA. 

Magistrates said the scien¬ 
tific evidence against Powell, 
aged 50, and Jones, 42, both 
of Sunderland Drive, Stour¬ 
bridge, was indisputable. 

They were each found 
guilty of two charges of caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering to 
the marmoset and two of not 
taking reasonable steps to 
ensure the animal was fed 
appropriately or protected 
from pain, injury or suffer¬ 
ing. 

They were bailed for sen¬ 
tence on January 12. 

During the two-day both 
Powell and Jones main¬ 
tained they did not know 
there was anything wrong 
with the monkey and said 
they would have taken it to 
the vets if they had known 
there was. 

Club attack 
man sought 

POLICE are trying to track 
down a man after a reveller 
was attacked in a Midland 
nightclub. 

The 21-year-old victim 
was on the dance floor at 
Love 2 Love in Bromsgrove 
when he was involved in an 
altercation with other men.

Councils must tackle problem families - PM

COUNCILS in the West Midlands have been 
given two months to identify thousands of 
problem families as part of a £448m project 
to tackle neighbours from hell. 

Prime Minister David Cameron was in 
Oldbury last week where he launched a 
national network of “trouble-shooters” 
which will aim to tackle hardcore problem 
families. 

He revealed that there were 1,000 such 
families in Sandwell living on benefits and 
costing the taxpayer more than £75,000 a 
year each. 

The scheme will see individuals responsi¬ 
ble for each family and overseeing their 


responsibilities. They will go into homes in 
the morning, making sure children are 
going to school, parents are able to work and 
insuring drug and alcohol addicts get treat¬ 
ment. 

Unhelpful 

He said the funding would lead to greater 
savings by tackling the estimated £9bn a 
year that troubled families cost the entire 
nation. 

Speaking at the Sandwell Christian Cen¬ 
tre Mr Cameron said: “Families see the sys¬ 
tem as faceless, intrusive and unhelpful. 

“We can only act if we know where trou¬ 


bled families live. The Prime Minister went 
on to say: “By February we want local 
authorities to identify who troubled families 
are, where they live and the services they 
use. 

“The next step is to get in there to help,” 
added Mr Cameron. 

Mr Cameron said, however, that councils 
would have to fund 60 percent of the costs 
themselves. 

It comes despite most local councils com¬ 
ing under pressure to make huge savings as 
national government funding is cut. 

But the Prime Minister said he was deter¬ 
mined to “get to grips” with the problems 


that families face and that the project would 
“make a real difference in homes and neigh¬ 
bourhoods across the city”. Mr Cameron 
added: “We’re not prescribing a single 
response. But we are demanding results 
from councils in return for support. 

Contact 

For many of the most troubled families, 
there will be a family worker - a single point 
of contact for the first time for particular 
families. Dudley South Conservative MP 
Chris Kelly was in the audience and said: “I 
am very much looking forward to seeing this 
begin in Dudley.” 



Paratrooper who shook his 
son to death is sent to jail 


A PARATROOPER who momentarily lost con¬ 
trol and violently shook his baby son causing 
him severe brain injuries has started a five- 
year jail term for manslaughter. 

Jonathan James, aged 25, 


was found guilty of unlaw¬ 
fully killing five-month-old 
Theo Davies at a flat in the 
Midlands. The jury took 
nearly eight hours to reach 
their verdict. 

It came after a four-week 
trial at Worcester Crown 
Court. James’ family gasped 
as the verdict was delivered 
in court. 

The hearing had to be 
momentarily suspended 
after a man hurled abuse at 
the judge and jury. Mr Jus¬ 
tice Butterfield ordered the 
public gallery be cleared 
after the outburst. 

James, of MoD St Athan, 
Barry, in the Vale of Glamor¬ 
gan, hung his head and 
showed no emotion as the 
sentence was passed. 

Mr Justice Butterfield 
said there was much evi¬ 
dence to suggest James had 
been a caring father but 
something had “simply 
snapped” on that day. 

Little Theo had been left 
in the care of his father at a 
flat in Old Ford Walk, Stour- 
port, while his mother, 
Leanne Davies, popped out 
to buy milk on August 24, 
2009. 

When she returned min¬ 
utes later she saw Theo 


lying lifeless on the bed and 
a panicking James calling 
the emergency services. 

The baby was rushed first 
to Worcester Royal Hospital 
and then to Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital where 
he died the following day. 

Post mortems revealed he 
had suffered severe bleeding 
in and around the brain 
which they concluded had 
been caused by a trauma. 

James claimed he had 
found his son having a fit 
and said he could not 
remember what happened 
next. Mr Christopher Hot- 
ton QC, defending, said: “It 
was a single incident stem¬ 
ming from a momentary loss 
of self-control.” 

Mr Justice Butterfield 
told James: “Little Theo, 
who I have no doubt you 
cared for deeply, is dead and 
that is because you killed 
him. That is something you 
will have to live with. ” 

Theo’s mother said she 
would never forgive her ex¬ 
partner for what he had 
done. 

Leanne Davies, the boy’s 
mother and James’s former 
girlfriend, said the most pre¬ 
cious thing in her life In 
been taken away.

£300,000 scheme to expand pools 


A £300,000 scheme to transform two 
paddling pools into larger splash 
parks has been included in Wyre 
Forest District Council’s budget for 
the coming year. 

The authority plans to invest part 
of its capital funds to create the 
parks which would include larger 
pools and activities such as water 
jets. 

There are four paddling pools in 
the district at Brinton Park and St 


George’s Park, in Kidderminster, at 
Riverside in Stourport and North- 
wood Lane Park, Bewdley. Chiefs 
said the existing pools were very 
popular with youngsters. 

A decision on the two pools to be 
expanded and improved will be 
made in the New Year once the 
council has approved its budget for 
2012/13. It had been decided to 
invest in the pools further to help 
boost the community. 


Wyre Forest District Council 
leader Councillor John Campion 
said the scheme was in its early 
stages at the moment and would be 
developed further over the coming 
months. 

“As a council we want to continue 
to invest in services for the commu¬ 
nity and to make the very best of the 
assets we have here in the district,” 
he said. “We have four paddling 
pools in the area and all of them are 


well used. This is a way of boosting 
activities in the community and 
investing in the services we already 
have. It is not creating something 
new but improving on what we 
already have to offer.” 

Councillor Campion said a date 
had not yet been set for when work 
would begin, but it was likely to be 
after April next year. He said money 
for the scheme had been set aside in 
next year’s budget. 


Fuel costs sees rise in 
people taking to bikes 


CYCLING clubs are seeing membership num¬ 
bers soaring as more and more people are 
ditching their cars to saddle up and take to 
the roads on their bicycles. 


The popularity of the 
sport is on the rise as more 
people look at using cheaper 
modes of transport amid 
soaring prices at the petrol 
pumps. 

They are also looking at 
the other benefits such as 
getting fit at the same time. 

Cycle shop owners includ¬ 
ing Kevin Anson who runs 
Lower Gornal-based repair 
business Pedal Sense, in 
Ruiton Street, said over 
recent months they had seen 
an increase in the numbers 
of people who are taking up 
cycling. 

The 45-year-old said: “A 
lot of people are coming into 
the shop and saying they are 
taking up cycling because of 
it’s costing too much to run 
car. 

“They are using their 
bikes because of the cost of 
fuel. 

“I think the Olympics 
next year will also cause 
more people to take up 
cycling.” 

Wolverhampton Wheelers 
Cycling Club, which is based 
at Aldersley Stadium, has 
seen its membership jump 
from 300 to 350 this year 
alone. 

Vice president Robin Kyte 
said: “We now have 350 
members, which is the 


biggest the club has ever 
been. We saw a big increase 
after the Beijing games and 
I’m sure we will see another 
increase next year with the 
London Olympics. 

“I think people now see it 
has a lifestyle option which 
gives them a mode of trans¬ 
port and keeps them fit,” 
added Mr Kyte 

At Stourbridge Cycling 
Club officials have recently 
celebrated reaching the 200 
member mark - a first in its 
47-year history. 

Training 

Membership secretary 
Bryan Hedges said the num¬ 
ber of cyclists had grown 
from 150 since the start of 
the year. 

Stafford Road Club, which 
organises both social and 
training rides, has seen 
numbers rise by around 50 
per cent since the start of 
the year and the organistion 
now has more than 110 
members.

MORE than £1 million of 
taxpayers’ money is set to be 
ploughed into boosting 
regeneration in Wyre Forest, 
under plans announced by 
council bosses. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council will use the money 
to help regenerate the dis¬ 
trict in 2012/2013, despite 
officials having to cut costs 
next year in a move which 
will see more staff members 
lose their jobs. 

The regeneration plan 
comes as council bosses 
announced they would carry 
out a review of services in a 
bid to save the hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. 

The proposed net budget 
for 2012/13 is £12.6m, a 
reduction of almost £lm or 
seven per cent compared 
with the current financial 
year. 

This follows a cut in the 
grant that the council 
receives from the Govern¬ 
ment of £850,000. 

Council chiefs say they are 
looking to make further sav¬ 
ings through reviewing the 
way the council delivers 
services across the authority 
in a bid to save around 
£800,000. 

Cabinet Councillor Nath¬ 
an Desmond said: “Securing 
the economic prosperity of 
the district is one of our pri¬ 
orities.” 

Computer 
scam alert 

RESIDENTS in Wyre Forest 
are being warned not to fall 
for a computer repair scam 
currently doing the rounds. 

Worcestershire Regula¬ 
tory Services, trading stan¬ 
dards team say this year has 
seen a rise in the number of 
“computer repair” calls orig¬ 
inating from overseas. 

Individuals from outside 
of the UK are making unso¬ 
licited calls to local residents 
advising them that their 
computers have faults and 
they can offer to fix them. 

Officials are saying that 
under no circumstances 
should anyone allow remote 
access to their computers. 

Union plans 

HAGLEY Mothers’ Union is 
preparing to celebrate the 
centenary of its branch dur¬ 
ing next year. The group will 
meet on January 19 at 
2.30pm at St Saviour’s 
Church Hall, Hagley, to con¬ 
sider what events to plan in 
order to mark and celebrate 
the 100th anniversary 
which will take place some¬ 
time in 2012. 


Make my town one of the pilots, pleads MP 


AN MP is urging retail guru Mary Portas to 
choose his West Midlands town as a pilot 
project for her bid to save Britain’s strug¬ 
gling high streets - after it was revealed to 
be one of the worst in the country for empty 
shops. 

Her report for the Government on the 
decline of town centres says years of neglect 
and the growth of online shopping and the 
march of supermarkets has left many areas 
“dying”. 

She is making 28 recommendations to 
boost flagging high streets, including new 
“town teams” which will be there to make 
improvements. 


Dudley North MP Ian Austin welcomed 
the report and said he would write to Ms 
Portas to try to convince her to pick Dudley 
as one of the towns where her ideas will be 
tested out. 

Some 29 per cent of shops in the town are 
empty, giving it the highest vacancy rate of 
any medium sized town in the country. 

This is compared to 25 per cent in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 8.5 per cent in Lichfield and six 
per cent in Stafford 

Mr Austin met up with Ms Portas in Par¬ 
liament earlier in the year, when he shared 
the results of a constituency survey on the 
state of Dudley high street. 


It showed strong support for more park¬ 
ing and support for lowering business rates 
and bringing empty shops back into use. 

Mr Austin said: “I think we’ve got to be 
much more ambitious for our town and 
come up with a new plan to bring people to 
Dudley. 

“Hopefully this review will lead to con¬ 
crete proposals that will help boost our town 
centre. 

“Mary Portas has said that several towns 
will be chosen to run pilot schemes to test 
her recommendations and I’ll be writing to 
her to urge her to consider making Dudley 
one of these.” 


Ms Portas said: “I fundamentally believe 
that once we invest in and create social cap¬ 
ital in the heart of our communities, the eco¬ 
nomic capital will follow.” 

She has reccommended that councils need 
to work together with shoppers and traders 
to come up with solutions as to how town 
centres can be updated or in some cases 
saved. 

Ms Portas has also highlighted the need 
to reduce red tape and improve car parking 
while at the same time using facilities like 
town centre gyms to attract more people to 
the shopping areas and help towards a 
revival. 



Bring back the market days 
says shops gum Mary Portas 


THE return of market days and the scrapping 
of red tape - this is how shopping guru Mary 
Portas will propose Britain’s struggling high 
streets are saved. - 

The internet and the rise 
of supermarkets has left the 
traditional high streets and 
shopping centres struggling 
to pull in the customers. It 
has fallen to the star of Mary 
Queen of Shops, in a project 
set up by Prime Minister 
David Cameron, to try to 
provide the answer. 

She has unveiled 28 rec¬ 
ommendations and said: 

“Town centres are so out¬ 
dated how they work, they 
are modelled on the 1960s. 

This is 2011 going into 2012. 

We need ‘town teams’ - a 
body of people who work 
together to create what they 
want their towns to be. 

She said shoppers will 
work as ‘co-creators’ with 
council and retail bosses to 
decide how town centres 
should serve the public. 

It comes as new research 
published by the Govern¬ 
ment revealed a third of 
high streets are “degenerat¬ 
ing or failing”. 

By 2014 less than 40 per 
cent of retail spending will 
be on the high street, 
according to the study, 
which also found over the 
past decade out-of-town 
retail floorspace has 
increased by almost a third, 
while in towns it has shrunk 


by 14 per cent. She is also 
tackling parking - vowing to 
“free up the red tape” and 
suggested putting gyms in 
town centres to get more 
people into them. 

She said: “Our high 
streets can be lively, 
dynamic, exciting and social 
places that give a sense of 
belonging and trust to a 
community. Something 
which, as the recent riots 
clearly demonstrated, has 
been eroded and in some 
instances eradicated.” 

Alan Caswell, who has 
traded in Dudley town cen¬ 
tre for 40 years, welcomed 
the report but said the Gov¬ 
ernment and councillors 
need to “listen to local peo¬ 
ple who know what the area 
needs”. 

Campaigned 

Mr Caswell, 57, who runs 
the Arcade Toy shop in the 
Fountain Arcade, has cam¬ 
paigned for extra parking in 
the town. He added: “Dud¬ 
ley is a classic market town 
and it has been there for as 
long as anyone can remem¬ 
ber. 

“But there is more to a 
town than just a market and 
they need to look at the big¬ 
ger picture,” added Mr 
Caswell. 


Empty stores in town 

DUDLEY has more shops standing empty - 29 per cent - 
than any other town centre of a similar size in the country, 
a recent survey revealed. But the marketplace is set to 
undergo a £6 million revamp, including additional parking, 
new footpaths, improved controlled crossing points and new 
cycle parking in Castle Street, as well as improvements to 
the steps and frontage of St Edmunds Church. Plans are 
also being made for a new supermarket in Tower Street, 
with several national chains believed to be interested.

Fresh plea to solve the 
mysteiy of missing teen

A FRESH appeal has been 
launched in a bid to solve the 
eight-year-old mystery of the 
disapearence of a teenage 
mother from her Black Country 
home. 

Natalie Putt was aged just 17 when she 
vanished after leaving her home in Dud¬ 
ley in September 2003. 

Her half-sister Rachel Coggins, aged 
34, says she still buys Natalie a present 
every Christmas to lay underneath the 
tree in the hope that she will return. 

“There isn’t a day that passes when I 
don’t think of her, what happened to her, 
where is she now?” said Rachel. 

“I have this feeling that she is some¬ 
where close.” 

“But I guess in some ways no news is 
good news, it comforts me in a way as it 
gives you hope that she is out there.” 

The family have been working with the 
national charity Missing People to try to 
jog memories about her disappearence. 
Missing People works to try to find 
around 100,000 under 18s who disappear 
in the UK every year. 

Awareness 

Mrs Coggins, who now lives in Notting¬ 
ham with her husband and four children, 
says they are still working on ways to 
raise awareness. 

More than 4,000 people have joined a 
group on Facebook to raise awareness of 
the campaign to discover the where¬ 
abouts of Natalie. 

It displays several photographs of 
Natalie including a computer-generated 
image showing how she may look now. 

It uses specific facial features including 
cheek bones and hairlines from her late 
mother Jennifer and sisters Lowri and 
Rebecca. 

Natalie, of Thornleigh, Lower Gornal, 
went missing on September 1, 2003, 
when she left her home to go to a shop. 
Anyone who has any information can call 
police on 0845 113 5000.

Size matters over Parliament 


PAT McFadden quite rightly argues 
that Local Community identity is a key 
issue in looking at the way we wish to 
be seen and democratically repre¬ 
sented. 

What we are missing in this debate 
is the need to fundamentally question 
the functions and therefore the compo¬ 
sition and size of Westminster Parlia¬ 
ment; what is best dealt with at the 
regional, the local and national levels. 

What is the case for 600 or 200 MPs? 
It’s argued we still need 600 so that all 
constituencies are roughly the same 
size in terms of voters and that they 
maintain the local link. Clearly not all 


constituencies will generate the same 
amount of local work and more funda¬ 
mentally we need to question why 
members of the Parliament should be 
spending much of their time and tax 
payers resources on local issues. 

We all know that people do not stay 
still, they move around and the popu¬ 
lations of local areas go up and down. 

It is inevitable with the approach 
proposed that boundaries will continu¬ 
ally have to be revised. 

So much for the argument that the 
link between MPs and the local is 
paramount. 

With Scotland, Wales, Northern Ire¬ 


land and more especially London, well 
down the devolution track with more 
to come, the functions of Westminster 
and its size and costs have to be ques¬ 
tioned. We are in sight of Westminster 
becoming, on domestic matters, a 
wholy English Parliament with deci¬ 
sions about policies in Newcastle, Pen¬ 
zance and Dudley all being taken in 
London or by its agents. England is too 
complex for this approach to be sus¬ 
tainable and any outcomes, rather than 
numbers an alternative is needed.

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Indoors 
compost 
buckets 
on offer 

RESIDENTS in Wyre Forest 
are being urged to compost 
their food leftovers - using 
buckets in their homes. 

Worcestershire County 
Council is offering the £13 
buckets to households to try 
Bokashi, a Japanese word 
meaning “fermented organic 
matter”. 

Bokashi is a composting 
system that can be done 
inside a kitchen using spe¬ 
cially designed buckets. 

The buckets work by 
using the fermentation 
process. Particles of Bokashi 
Bran - which come with the 
kit - are spinkled over the 
food waste. 

The process takes about 
three weeks, after which the 
liquid collected can be 
diluted and used as fertiliser 
for plants. The fermented 
contents of the bucket can 
be buried and makes an 
organic fertiliser for the soil. 

Councillor Anthony Blagg 
said: “This is a brilliant idea 
because a significant propor¬ 
tion of what is ending up in 
landfill comes from organic 
waste, that’s the likes of gar¬ 
den waste and kitchen left¬ 
overs. It makes sense to find 
new ways of disposing of it.” 

Christopher Atkinson, 
senior waste prevention offi¬ 
cer, said: “Vegetable peel¬ 
ings, teabags and other food 
scraps and leftovers, and 
also meat can be recycled 
without using an outdoor 
bin.”

Region hit by a spate of 
'cat 1 thefts from motors 


HUNDREDS of catalytic convert¬ 
ers have been ripped from parked 
cars in Staffordshire and the West 
Midlands this year by thieves. 

They are cashing in on soaring metal 
prices, according to latest figures. A total of 
267 catalytic converters have been taken 
from vehicles across the Black Country 
since the start of the year and a further 87 
in Staffordshire since April. Dudley has 
been the worst hit with nearly three times 
the number of thefts compared to any other 
area in the region. 

There has been a spate of thefts across 
the borough, with 142 catalytic converters 
being stolen so far this year. 

Police have now launched a crackdown 
called Operation Boss Cat to try to stop 
opportunistic thieves targeting vehicles left 
on the roadside. 

Officers are increasing patrols and visits 
to known scrap dealers across the area in a 
bid to deter thieves. 

Affected 

The minibus belonging to Dudley’s Wood- 
setton School had its catalytic converter 
stolen in October. 

Pc Sean Lowe, from Dudley’s Local Pri¬ 
ority Team, said: “Motorists and businesses 
are being affected by this trend, as a num¬ 
ber of vehicles are being targeted particu¬ 
larly vans. In the current climate and with 
precious metal prices still rising, the 
demand for parts that contain them is grow¬ 
ing. 

“As a result, the risk of theft of catalytic 
converters is on the increase again. Brierley 
Hill and Pensnett have seen several thefts 
of this kind, and patrols will incorporate the 
current hot spot areas of crime, whilst also 
concentrating on the scrap merchants 
which may be receiving the stolen goods.” 

In Dudley, officers are giving out equip¬ 
ment for MoT garages to security mark cat¬ 
alytic converters when vehicles are taken in, 
which they hope could help track down 
parts at scrap yards.

Orange and coal in your 
stocking if you're lucky 


Black Country Living Museum’s 
Fiona Carding looks at how the 
region’s families would have cele¬ 
brated Christmas in the 1900s. 

IF YOU’RE having to tighten your 
purse strings this Christmas then 
spare a thought for your great- 
grandparents who would have 
worked up until lunchtime on 
Christmas Day and would have 
been lucky to find an orange and a 
piece of coal at the bottom of their 
stocking. 

Children were at the centre of 
the festive celebrations, as they are 
now, but festivities focused on food 
rather than giving presents. 

Many mothers started paying a 
penny a week into the sweet shop 
12 weeks before Christmas, 
putting aside sweets for children’s 
stockings. These would have 
included things like sugar mice 
and pigs, sugar fancies, sticks of 
rainbow rock and liquorice pipes. 

Turkey, tinsel and all the trim¬ 
mings were off the menu in a 
typical Black Country household 

and instead a good plump cockerel,

roast rabbit or pork from home¬ 
reared pigs would be the special 
meal of the day. 

Chicken or pork would be hung 
on a rotisserie in front of the range 
oven fire and the dripping fat would 
be caught in a tray below. 

Some of the fat would be used for 
gravy and the rest would be saved 
for pastry making and to spread on 
bread for sandwiches. The meat 
would be served with homegrown 
potatoes and vegetables in season. 

The first preparations for Christ¬ 
mas would be the Christmas 
pudding which would be made on 
Stir-Up Sunday (the last Sunday of 
Advent). It would be made with 
plums, possibly a few sultanas, 
suet, eggs and spices like nutmeg 
and cinnamon. A spiced-up version 
of bread pudding was used as a 

cheap substitute for Christmas 


pudding. Families would put a six¬ 
pence (2.5p) or threepenny bit 
(1.5p) inside the pudding for luck. 

Few working class families had a 
Christmas tree in the early 1900s. 
Instead decorations were made of 
holly or wooden hoops from butter 
barrels and trimmed with coloured 
paper. Bundles of chocolate were 
hung on the ‘tree’, but were suppos¬ 
edly not to be eaten until after 
Twelfth Night. 

Christmas was far less commer¬ 
cial and more charitable too. Year- 
round donations from community 
members and benevolent trusts 
ensured even the poorest in society 
weren’t forgotten. In 1904, Christ¬ 
mas in West Bromwich Workhouse 
began with carols played on a 
gramophone and breakfast served 
in the decorated dining hall, fol¬ 
lowed by a Christmas service con¬ 
ducted by the chaplain. Gifts were 
provided including a Christmas 
letter to each inmate and sweets, 
crackers and pennies for children.

Refugee who made his mark 
in sports world dies, aged 83 


A GREAT-GRANDFATHER who fled the 
post-World War Two Communist regime in 
Yugoslavia to work down the mines, later 
setting up home in Stourbridge, has died, 
aged 83. 

Alexander Fojan and brother George 
“grabbed everything they had” before set¬ 
ting off to Britain in 1948, agreeing to work 
in oppressive conditions at the Jubilee Col¬ 
liery in West Bromwich and mines in Can¬ 
nock in exchange for asylum. 

He married wife Joan in 1954 and the 
couple moved to Pedmore in 1959. 

A talented sportsman, he was a well- 
known face around the pubs of Stourbridge 
and beyond as a regular dominoes and darts 
player. 

Mrs Fojan said he would buy anyone a 
drink and was always first to put his hand 


in his pocket. “That’s just the way he was,” 
she said. “He worked hard and played hard. 

“He was just the most wonderful hus¬ 
band, father, grandfather and great-grand¬ 
father that anyone could ever wish for. He 
had an absolute heart of gold and we will all 
miss him terribly. ” 

Mr Fojan, who also leaves three children, 
six grandchildren and five great-grandchil¬ 
dren, died at Russells Hall Hospital on 
December 1 after a long illness. 

A keen West Bromwich Albion fan who 
had trials with Stoke City on his arrival in 
the county, he was also one of the region’s 
top table-tennis players. 

Mrs Fojan, of Cherry Tree Court, Ped¬ 
more, said despite her husband’s Yugosla¬ 
vian heritage he was more patriotic than she 
was. 


'Dudley Dorito* is 


A mysterious triangular UFO dubbed 
the Dudley Dorito has reappeared in 
the region’s skies with the latest 
sighting reported near a beauty spot. 

Property worker Gary Nock and his family 
were on the car park of the Badgers Sett pub, 
Hagley, when they saw the distinctive object fly¬ 
ing overhead. 

The 52-year-old said that the UFO, a black tri¬ 
angle with white lights at each corner, was flying 
at low altitude and coming from the direction of 
Birmingham. 

He said the object had turned silently in the air 
and they had eventually lost sight of it as it 
passed over the Clent Hills. 

The sighting occurred at around 6.40pm on 
December 14 and Mr Nock immediately looked it 
up information about it on the internet when he 
returned home. 


And he said the UFO bore a close resemblance 
to the “Dudley Dorito” which was first spotted 
over the skies of the Black Country a few years 
ago. 

Mr Nock said he, his wife Susan, daughter 
Claire and her boyfriend Jamie Burgoyne had 
just arrived at the pub to have a meal. 

“We were just getting out of the car when we 
saw this object overhead. It was very low in the 
sky and could easily be seen,” he said. 

Aircraft 

“At first I thought it could have been a jet but 
no aircraft has those types of lights to my knowl¬ 
edge. 

“It banked to the one side and made no sound 
whatsoever which was also strange. 

“It was so low we lost sight of it over the tree 
line of the Clent Hills. 

“When we got back Jamie and I looked it up on 


spotted 

the internet and saw the stories about the Dud¬ 
ley Dorito and what we saw does bear a resem¬ 
blance to it.” 

Mr Nock said that he believed the craft could 
be an military plane that is in the experimental 
stages. 

“I know about planes but have never seen any¬ 
thing like this. 

“It does look a little like a B2 stealth plane but 
that makes a sound this one did not. It is a mys¬ 
tery.” 

It is the latest in a long list of sightings over 
the Black Country which have been reported 
over the last few years. 

The UFO was last seen earlier this year by 
security officer Glyn Richards while in the back 
garden of his home in Quarry Bank. 

The alleged UFO has also been spotted over 
several other areas of the Black Country includ¬ 
ing Tipton, Brierley Hill and Oldbury.

Centre management committee chairman Dennis Eaves, 
aged 78, said everyone was delighted with how the celebra¬ 
tions went. 

Council is planning 
to freeze tax rates 

COUNCIL tax rates in Wyre Forest could be frozen next 
year under new proposals. The move is set to be discussed 
at a meeting of the district council’s cabinet and if agreed 
it will be the second year in a row the district council’s ele¬ 
ment of the tax has not been increased. 

Councils have been awarded a grant from the govern¬ 
ment equivalent to a 2.5 per cent council tax increase if they 
freeze the levy on residents. 

Councillor Nathan Desmond of Wyre Forest district coun¬ 
cil, said: “We have seen a drop in income and we are well 
aware that residents are finding this a difficult time too. 

“I am pleased that we are able to secure a freeze in the 
district council’s element of the council tax for 2012-13, by 
using the grant that the Government is offering. 

“This does however create difficulties because the grant 
is only for one year and will therefore permanently reduce 
council tax income.” Dudley Council has yet to announce 
whether it will freeze its council tax. 
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Roadworks 
on hold to 
boost trade 

AN 18-month roadworks scheme in Dudley 
will take a break over the festive period to 
help boost traders. 

Since April many streets in the town 
centre have been closed for work by 
numerous utilities firms. 

Dudley Council, which is co-ordinating 
the programme, said today there would be 
a break until January 9 to help shoppers. 

The New Year phase of the work will see 
work on the Wolverhampton Street/High 
Street and Union Street junction. 

The roadworks programme will affect a 
total of 64 roads in the town centre. 

Pleased 

Cabinet member for transport Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley said: “The works have 
been progressing well since they started 
earlier in the year and I am pleased that 
we are able to cease works over Christmas. 

“This is a critical programme of co-ordi¬ 
nated works and it’s not been a straight 
forward scheme by any stretch. 

“However we have aimed to keep disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum by only closing roads 
completely when absolutely necessary and 
by keeping car parks open. 

“I would like to thank traders and shop¬ 
pers for their patience.” 


Pubs targeted by arsonists 
in a 'sad sign of the times' 


FIRES have broken out at dozens of 
pubs in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire during the past two 
years, according to new figures. 

The study claims that more than half of the 
blazes have been deliberately started by 
arsonists. 

Both vacant and open pub have been hit. 
Vandals were to blame for 30 of the 54 fires 
at drinking houses in the Black Country bet¬ 
ween April 2009 and March 2011. 

Among the fire-hit pubs in the Black Coun¬ 
try were the Jolly Nailor, West Bromwich, 
and The New Highcroft, Wolverhampton, 
which has since been demolished and 
replaced. 

Both of the buildings, which were derelict 
at the time, were left badly damaged by the 
flames and smoke. 

Chairman of the Dudley and South 
Staffordshire branch of Camra, Stan 
Stephens, said recently it was a “sad” sign of 
the times that pubs were being targeted by 
arsonists and destroyed in this way. 

“It is a great pity,” he said. “When these 
pubs have closed and been left boarded up 
they will attract youths who have very little 
to do. I don’t know what can be done about 


it. “What would be nice is if they could be 
taken over and resurrected like a few of them 
such as The Grange freehouse in Dudley have 
been,” added Mr Stevens 

“It was vandalised but has now reopened,” 
he said. 

The figures also revealed that the remain¬ 
ing blazes during the two-year period logged 
by West Midlands Fire Service were acciden¬ 
tal rather than the work of vandals or arson¬ 
ists. There were 18 fires at pubs in Dudley, 15 
in Sandwell, 11 in Wolverhampton and 10 in 
Walsall. 

Accidental 

They include The Gypsies Tent Inn on the 
corner of Steppingstone Street, Dudley, 
where firefighters have tackled small blazes 
over a period of time. 

The pub is now set to be transformed into 
a 10-bed care home under new plans given 
the go-ahead in October. 

While in Staffordshire there were ate least 
15 fires reported at pubs in Stafford, Lich¬ 
field, Cannock and Kinver between April 
2009 and March 2011. 

Four of the blazes were recorded as arson 
by Staffordshire Fire Service according to fig¬ 
ures which were released under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 


A festive call 
for recycling 

WYRE Forest District Council is urging peo¬ 
ple to recycle their rubbish over the Christmas 
period which is thebusiest time of the year for 
collections. 

Residents are also being asked to ensure 
bins are placed on the kerbside by 6am until 
January 13 in case of changes to collection 
times. 

All items which need to go for recycling 
should also be placed loose within the bin as 
carrier bags or bin liners cannot be recycled 
through the green bins. 

Cabinet member for environment services 
on Wyre Forest District Council councillor 
said it had been a successful year for recycling 
in the area and they had achieved excellent 
results. 

“The rate now stands at 30 per cent which 
is an excellent achievement,” he said. 

“We are proud of the measures we have in 
place here in Wyre Forest.” 


School gets 
grading up to 
outstanding 

A MIDLAND school has improved by two grades to 
be given the top rating by Ofsted inspectors. 

Burlish Park Primary in Stourport was rated 
“satisfactory” - grade three out of four - in 2008 
but has now been classed as “outstanding”. 

Three years ago concerns were raised that some 
pupils were not progressing at the same rate as oth¬ 
ers. 

But this time the youngsters were praised for 
“outstanding progress acad- emically and person¬ 
ally” and for exceptional achievement. 

The report by inspector Patricia Pothecary said: 
“The school is a very happy, vibrant and productive 
learning community, where high quality, stimulat¬ 
ing teaching takes place throughout the day. 

Attitude 

“Pupils are rarely off task in lessons and are 
exceptionally keen to reach the next level in their 
work. 

“This highly motivated attitude is evident in a 
very wide range of subjects, from their impressive 
enthusiasm in music and topic lessons to their 
inquisitiveness and enjoyment when a planetarium 
visited the school.” 

Headteacher Janet Bickerton was singled out for 
being “exceptional in improving the school”. 

Mrs Bickerton said: “This has only been feasible 
because absolutely everyone has been totally dedi¬ 
cated to working as hard as possible to be the very 
best school imaginable.”

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Free parking scrapped 


FREE parking for disabled visitors 
has been scrapped at Kidderminster 
Hospital after bosses agreed to press 
ahead with the scheme. 

Signs which are displayed at the site are now 
being altered to inform visitors to the hospital 
of the changes. 

But campaigners have criticised bosses for 
the charges just before Christmas saying there 
was no official announcement. 

Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS Trust 
announced the plans to axe free disabled park¬ 
ing in September but said no final decision had 
been made. 

Health bosses said they were now looking to 


offer help to anyone struggling to pay the 
charges. 

Mark Lawley, of Disability Action Wyre For¬ 
est, today said he was shocked to find signs say¬ 
ing blue badge holders can park for free had 
been scrubbed out. 

Smaller signs informing people that charges 
apply to everyone have now been put in place 
on the site. 

Publicised 

He said: “These charges are pure greed and 
it doesn’t seem fair that they have been intro¬ 
duced so close to Christmas. 

“This has not been widely publicised and no 
announcement has been made.” 

Charges will also be introduced at Redditch’s 


Alexandra Hospital and Worcestershire Royal 
in Worcester. 

The trust argues that money raised from car 
parking - which already brings in more than £1 
million a year - goes towards providing front¬ 
line services. 

Trust spokeswoman Janet-Marie Clark said: 
“Campaigners were aware of the plans and 
knew a decision was due to be made later this 
year.” 

Chris Tidman, acting chief executive for the 
trust, said the charges “will ensure that we can 
continue to cover the cost of providing car park¬ 
ing infrastructure in as fair a way as possible, 
as well as ensuring that any surplus income we 
receive will help to support front line care.” 


Borough bucking trend as 
jobless figures keep rising 


DUDLEY and the Black Country is bucking 
the trend in the face of latest grim unem¬ 
ployment figures, which have revealed a 
record number of people out of work. 

Jobless queues fell slightly in the bor¬ 
ough. 

They were down by 95 in Dudley last 
month and numbers also fell in the neigh¬ 
bouring areas of Sandwell, Wolverhampton 
and Walsall. 

It comes as new figures reveal the coun¬ 
try’s total of people who are out of work has 
increased by 128,000 to 2.64 million - a 17- 
year high. 

Across the West Midlands as a whole, 
unemployment has risen by 4,000 to 
243,000. 

The regional unemployment rate is now 


9.2 per cent, compared to a national average 
of 8.3 per cent. 

Nationwide, the jobless total is now worse 
than at any time since 1994. 

A series of grim figures delivered an addi¬ 
tional pre-Christmas blow to the Govern¬ 
ment, with youth and female 
unemployment showing big rises and the 
number of people claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance increasing for the ninth month in 
a row. 

Unemployment among 16 to 24-year-olds 
increased by 54,000 to 1.03m, the highest 
since records began in 1992. 

The Office for National Statistics also 
reported that women’s unemployment has 
s increased by 45,000 and now stands at 
1.1m.

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Pools to reopen in the 
New Year after repairs 


TWO pools at a popular leisure centre in 
Stourbridge which have been shut since last 
month while repair works are carried out 
are set to reopen in January say council 
chiefs. 

The leisure pool, which features a wave 
machine and is used by families, and the 25- 
metre pool at Crystal Leisure Centre, shut 
on November 21 while the repairs, which 
total £474,000, are carried out. 

Both are due to reopen early in the new 
year once the work to replace the air han¬ 
dling units is carried out. 

Councillor David Stanley, cabinet member 
for environment and culture, said: “Work is 
progressing well at Crystal Leisure Centre 
and on schedule to be completed in January 
next year. 


“The old air handling units have been 
removed and the new ones are now being 
constructed on site. 

“We apologise to people for the pools being 
out of action during this essential work, but 
the rest of the centre is open as normal,” he 
added. 

Bosses say the new units will replace the 
original ones that have been in place since 
the centre opened in 1990 and will reduce 
running costs. 

Routine maintenance and repairs will also 
be undertaken during the closure of the cen¬ 
tre. 

Bosses say they have carried out the work 
in November and December as it is the qui¬ 
etest time of the year and likely to cause the 
least disruption. 


Smaller fire trucks plan 


Firefighters are to use smaller 
response vehicles rather than tradi¬ 
tional fire engines to deal with minor 
blazes in the West Midlands. 

The trial is being launched in Dudley, Tipton 
and Coventry where specially-adapted vehicles 
such as 4x4 cars equipped with blue lights will be 
sent out instead. 

They will have a crew of three firefighters and 
will attend smaller blazes such as bin and rub¬ 
bish fires between 10am and 10pm. If successful 
the scheme could be rolled out across other areas 
of the region. 

West Midlands Fire Service says the move will 
help to save money and ensure the larger appli¬ 
ances are available to attend to more serious call 
outs. It said there were no plans to reduce the 


number of fire engines at the stations but the 
trial is aiming to ensure the most appropriate 
vehicle for the job is used. 

It follows a trial in Birmingham city centre 
where a Range Rover has been used to attend 
when automatic fire alarms have been triggered. 
The alarms may have been activated by dust or 
cooking fumes so a fire engine is not always 
needed. 

Automatic 

Elsewhere in the region, firefighters are only 
sent out to automatic fire alarms if they have a 
call to confirm there is actually a fire. 

The fire service, which is battling to save up to 
£30m by 2014 due to cuts in Government fund¬ 
ing, will begin the new pilot project early next 
year. It is currently carrying out a review to 


determine the type of vehicles that will be used 
for the trial. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokeswoman 
Lindsey Preece said: “Analysis of incident data 
from the last three years tells us that in many 
cases, a traditional fire engine isn’t needed to 
respond to an incident. 

“Earlier this year, we began trialling the use of 
a specialist Range Rover to respond to false alarm 
calls in city centres across the West Midlands. 

Hereford & Worcester Fire and Rescue Service, 
which covers the Wyre Forest area, is also looking 
at plans to reduce the number of firefighters sent 
out to automatic fire alarms. Under the new 
plans, they would carry out an assessment first, 
to see if they are needed to go to the scene. 

Fire control room operators would ask a series 
of questions to establish if there is a fire.

A BOY who fought back from a series of life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses is being used as the face of a campaign to boost 
depleted blood banks and give life to others like him this 
Christmas. 

The NHS says, when Christmas decorations go up, blood 
stocks go down - with 15,000 fewer donor appointments 
nationally in December last year, compared to the average 
per month. 

Huw Weston, from Stourbridge, had “countless” blood 
transfusions during the first 10 months of his life after he 
weighed just 21b 2oz at birth. 

His mother Joanne Weston, of Apley Road, Wollaston, is 
a development manager at Dudley Community Partnership. 

She said: “If people didn’t give blood, Huw wouldn’t be 
alive today,” she said. 

When he was born 14 weeks early at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital, Dudley, with a collapsed lung, heart problems, a stom¬ 
ach condition and no immune system the doctors feared he 
would not survive the first 24 hours. 

He spent most of the first two years of his life in hospital 
and needed heart surgery when he was only two months 
old - but, in September, he was well enough to start school 
at Amblecote Primary. 

Mrs Weston, aged 39, who is now a blood donor herself, 
said: “I’d never really thought before Huw was born that 
he might need blood and I think most people don’t realise 
how important it is to give blood. 

“We are so grateful to the people who gave him the gift 
of life by donating their blood.”

McDermott enjoying life investing in youth 


DARREN McDermott marked a 
year that changed his life by open¬ 
ing his own amateur boxing club - 
but it wasn’t until he saw Gerald 
McClellan on television that he 
appreciated his luck. 

The former Midlands and Eng¬ 
lish middleweight champion, who 
also challenged for the British and 
Commonwealth titles, saw his 
career come to a sad end in Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

McDermott was in training for a 
shot at the British super-mid¬ 
dleweight title against Paul Smith 
when a stray blow to the head 
from Nathan Cleverly, now a WBO 
world champion, left him in dan¬ 


ger. Brain surgery saved his life 
but ended his career at 32, leaving 
a huge void that could only be 
filled by staying in the sport. 

Today, the 33-year-old is content 
again after opening his own ama¬ 
teur boxing club, Brooklands ABC, 
named after his house and run 
from his home gym in the back 
garden in Woodsetton, Sedgley. 

His first five fighters have been 
cleared and carded and the club 
already has ABA status, with 
McDermott regaining the amateur 
trainer’s licence he had from his 
days at Priory Park ABC. 

On Saturday, the “Black Coun¬ 
try Bodysnatcher” threw open his

doors to welcome friends and fam¬ 
ily of his fighters, so it’s just as 
well there’s a barbeque and pub in 
the back garden too. That said, the 
amateurs of Brooklands ABC had 
better not get used to it - parents 
are banned from the gym! 

McDermott may not be boxing 
any more but he is still in control 
of his faculties, able to work for a 
living and get about as he chooses, 
leaving him grateful for big mer¬ 
cies. He said a recent TV documen¬ 
tary about Gerald McClellan made 
him realise just how lucky he was.. 


He said: “Somebody phoned me 
straight after the programme and 
said ‘someone was looking after 
you, Darren, when that happened 
to you’. 

“The things that he was doing in 
the ring that night, that was 
exactly how I felt. Like when he 
was touching his eye as if it was 
bleeding. When I had bleeding 
onto my brain, it popped some¬ 
thing in my eye. It felt as if there 
was blood running down the front 
of my eyeball. 

“I kept touching it and looking 
in the mirror and there was noth¬ 
ing there, but it looked as if my eye 
was bleeding. To see him now and 


this is me, I have just got to thank 
my lucky stars.” 

Now the amateurs of Brook¬ 
lands ABC represent McDermott’s 
future in boxing. There’s no way 
he won’t look after his fighters - 
after all, the jewel in the crown is 
his younger brother, Jason. 

Cradley’s Jacob White and 
Wednesfield’s Dean Taylor, both 
16, will be in the ABA Juniors 
while Sedgley’s Jack Griffiths, also 
16, and Wolverhampton’s Ethan 
Collins, 14, are works in progress. 

McDermott said: “I am getting a 
buzz from watching these kids. I 
was looked after, like I think all 
kids should be.” 


All square after a

DUDLEY TOWN’S rehabilitation as one of the 
West Midlands Premier League’s leading 
clubs continued with a solid 1-1 draw at third- 
placed AFC Wulfrunians.

Stourbridge had a let-off 
when Mitchell Bryant got in 
behind the home defence 
and rolled a shot past Solly 
and wide of the far post. 

The Glassboys opened the 
scoring in the 22nd minute.

The second half was only 
two minutes old when Ben 
Reardon levelled for 
Cirencester with a shot that 
dipped beyond the reach of 
Solly.
